MR.  MARK  LEWIS,  of"  11,  Stal- 
bridge  Avenue,  Liverpool,  whose  por- 
trait appears  at  the  head  of  this  sketch, 
is  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Manage- 
ment of  the  Royal  Liver  Friendly  So- 
ciety (whose  head  offices  are  in  Liver- 
pool, and  which  is  the  wealthiest 
society  of  its  kind  in  Great  Britain), 
Mr.  Lewis  having  been  elected  the 
Chairman  of  the  Board,  and  served  two 
periods  of  office  in  that  capacity 

Mr.  Lewis  was  born  at  Rogerstone, 
Monmouthshire,  on  April  2nd,  1846, 
and  was  educated  at  the  British 
Schools,  Newport,  Monmouthshire. 
From  the  fact  of  his  having  left 
school  at  the  early  age  of  11  years  and 
6  months,  it  is  evident  that  Mr.  Lewis's 
studies  have  been  indefatigable,  and 
his  perseverance  unremitting  to  enable 
him  to  achieve  his  present  position. 
Mr.  Lewis  is  the  third  son  of  the    late 


Mr.  Mathew  Lewis,  and  grandson  of 
Mr.  Morgan  Lewis  of  Castleton,  Mon- 
mouthshire. In  his  boyhood  he  was 
engaged  in  the  manufacturing  of  tin 
plates.  Subsequently  Mr.  Lewis  be- 
came connected  with  the  Press,  and 
represented  the  "Merthyr  Express,'" 
"Hereford  Times"  and  "South  Wales 
Daily  News." 

In  1888,  Mr.  Lewis  was  elected  a 
Delegate  to  represent  the  district  in 
which  he  lived,  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Royal  Liver  Friendly  Society, 
and  his  prominent  business  qualifica- 
tions and  grasp  of  the  details  of  the 
various  matters  discussed  by  the  Liver 
Parliament  were  of  so  conspicuous  a 
character,  that  on  two  occasions  he 
was  elected  a  member  of  special  oom- 
mittees  to  deal  with  important  matters 
affecting  the  Society,  and  in  1891  he- 
was  elected  to  a   seat  on   the   Board  of 
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management.     Mr.  Lewis    was    Chair- 
man of  the  Committee  of   Management 
when  the  Society  celebrated  its  Jubilee 
in  1901.     The  following  entry  appears 
in  the  Historical  Sketch  of  that  year: — 
''Mr.     Lewis    is     a     very     fluent 
* 'speaker,  and  when  elected  on  the 
"Board    of    Management     was    a 
"member  of  the  Bedwellty  School 
"Board,    Monmouthshire.      He   is 
*  'deservedly  esteemed  by  all  classes 
"of  the   employees  of  the   Society 
"which    number     between     three 
"thousand  and  four  thousand),  and 
"his  generous  disposition  and  gen- 
"iality  of  character   are    no   doubt 
"the  factors  which  have,    to   some 
"extent,    contributed  to  his   popu- 
larity as  a    public    man." 
Mr.Lewisalso  holds  the  distinguished 
position  of  being  Vice-President  of    the 
Federation    of  Collecting  Friendly  So- 
cieties of  Great  Britain. 

In  the  illustrated  Jubilee  Historic 
sketch  of  the  Royal  Liver  Friendly  So- 
ciety appears  a  portrait,  of  Mr.  Lewis 
and  this  interesting  reference. 

A  meeting  was  held  on  Thursday, 
the  19th  of  August  (1900),  in  the 
Tower  Grounds,  New  Brighton,  Liver- 
pool, when  nearly  800  were  present, 
representing  the  Committee  of  Manage- 
ment, the  Delegates,  the  Agents,  the 
Clerks,  and  the  Members.  A  dinner 
was  partaken  of  in  one  of  the  pavilions 
and  the  party  was  afterwards  addressed 
by  then  chairman,  who,  after  referring 
to  the  humble  origin  of  the  Society,  its 
marvellous  growth,  and  its  growing 
prosperity,  concluded  in  these  words: — 
"Whilst  giving  the  greatest  credit  to 
the  pioneers  of  the  Society  and  to  those 
who  had  been  mainly  instrumental  in 
developing  it,  he  would  be  failing  in 
his  duty  if  he  refrained  from  giving 
oredit  to  the  present  staff,  who  had 
done  so  much  to  bring  about  that  state 
of  things  which  happily  existed  at  the 


I  present  time.     It  afforded  him  pleasure 

I  to  welcome   the   magnificent   gathering 

I  assembled,  and  to  express  a    hope    that 

I  this  celebration  w.uld  prove  a  stimulus 

and  an  incentive  to  all  to  aet  with  loyal 

co-operation    to    make    the   society    yet 

I  more  useful,  and  to  maintain  that  high 

position    which    it    had    long   occupied 

amongst  kindred  institutions."

GENEALOGICAL  RECORDS, 


Explanations,  Abbreviations,  Etc. 

For  convenience  the  records  of  the 
various  Lewis  families  are  divided  into 
Books  and  each  Book  into  Chapters. 
At  the  head  of  each  Book  appears  the 
name  of  the  earliest  known  ancestor  of 
that  family.  The  List  of  Books  is  a 
complete  index  to  the  Books  as  pub- 
lished to  this  time.  New  Books  will 
be  added  from  time  to  time  as  new 
branches  of  the  Lewis  familv  are  found. 
As  soon  as  Books  are  proved  parts  of 
others  they  will  be  merged  into  the 
Books  to  which  they  belong.  Each 
name  is  numbered  when  first  printed 
and  whenever  the  name  is  repeated 
this  number  follows  in  brackets.  Tne 
abbreviations  commonly  used  in  gen- 
ealogical work  are  used.  as  b.  for 
born;  d.  died;  m.  married;  m.  (1) 
first  wife;  dau.  daughter;  unm.  not 
married  v.  p.  see  page,  etc. 

Hints  For  Contributors. 

In  writing  matter  for  the  printer  use 
only  one  side  of  the  sheet,    note    paper 


preferred.  In  giving  dates,  give  year, 
month  and  day  whenever  known.  Write 
all  middle  names  in  full.  Give  names 
and  addresses  of  such  poeple  as  you 
think  may  be  able  to  complete  the 
record  but  get  it  yourself  ifpcssible 
and  spare  the  editor.  Old  newspaper 
files,  tomb  stones,  family  Bibles  and 
records,  official  records  of  the  town, 
school  and  church,  burial  certificates, 
county  and  probate  records,  old  deeds 
and  letters  are  some  of  the  more  impor- 
tant sources  of  information.  Don't  forget 
however  the  stores  of  information  which 
the  old  people  can  give — Get  them  inter- 
ested and  then  "pump  them  dry." 
Most  important  of  all,  don't  get  dis- 
couraged yourself.  How  can  you  in- 
terest others,  if  you  yourself  are  not 
alive  with  enthusiasm  ?

BENJAMIN  LEWIS,  Stratford,  Ct. 
Chapter  CXCIX. 
From  the  Bridgeport  Evening  Farmer. 
After  a  long  life  of  activity  and 
honorable  service,  Capt.  Everitfc  Lewis 
Wheeler  (2034  v  p  131  Vol.  XI)  died 
at  his  Broad  street  home  in 
Stratford,  Ct.,  Apr.  28,  1903,  in  his 
81st  year.  Few  men  were  better 
known  here,  certainly  not  among  sea- 
farers. Captain  Wheeler  came  from  a 
family  of  mariners  every  one  of  whom 
attained  distinction.  For  some  time 
deceased  had  been  in  failing  health  and 
left  his  home  but  once  or  twice  through- 
out the  winter,  then  only  for  a  brief 
stroll  about  the  immediate  vicinity. 
While  his  death  was  not  unexpected  it- 
occasions  no  less  a  surprise,  and  ex- 
pressions of  regret  are  general.  The 
only  direct  of  kin  outliving  him  is  his 
sister,  Miss  Augusta  Wheeler,  who  has 
conducted  his  home  for  a  number  of 
years.

Before  their  marriage  He'ury  Lewis 
(3198  v  p  1S1  Vol.  XIII)  and  Philanda 
Hastings  taught  school  in  Wilna, 
Champion  and  several  other  towns  in 
Jefferson  co.,  N.  Y.  After  their  mar- 
riage they  lived  in  tne  town  of  Wilna 
near  the  present  home  of  the  writer, 
which  is  npon  a  portion  of  the  land 
owned  by  Henry  Sr.  (319-1)  who  was 
the  3d  son  of  Abraham  (56  v  p  153  Vol. 
XII).  In  the  month  of  April  1826 
Henry  and  his  wife  Philanda  with 
three  children  together  with  his  father 
and  older  brother  Ephriam  (3195) 
started  for  Lagrange,  Ohio,  where  they 
had  purchased  land  cf  land  agents  who 
had  previously  been  to  Wilna.  After 
Teaching  Laporte.  which  was  still  ten 
miles  from  their  final  destination,  Mrs. 
Lewis  and  her  three  children  remained 
there  while  Mr.  Lewis  and  his  brother 
Ephriam  continued  the  journey  reach- 
ing their  pla^e  on  the  16th  of  May.  They 
found  wolves,  wild  hogs  and  Indians; 
the  Indians  were  friendly.  The  next 
day  after  their  arrival  they  commenced 
building  a  log  cabin  covering  it  with 
bark  for  the  roof,  hanging  a  blanket 
for  the  door  and  simply  a  hole  cut 
through  the  side  for  a  window.  The 
third  day  Mr.  Lewis  went  for  Mrs. 
Lewis  and  the  children.  The  mode  of 
conveyance  was  an  ox  team  and  sled. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lewis  continued  to  live 
in  that  section  of  the  state  till  their 
deaths.  They  bore  the  hardships  of 
pioneer  life  with  the  true  Lewis  char- 
acteristic of  sturdiness  and  raised  a 
family  of  six  children  whose  records 
will  now  follow. 

For  the  above  information  I  am  in- 
debted to  Mrs.  Elvira  Kuapp  who  was 
the  third  child  of  Henry  and  Philanda 
Lewis.     A  few  years  ago  Mrs.    Kuapp

Thursday  April  9th  Mr.  Horatio  B. 
Lewis  (1812  V  p  151,  Vol.  XIII  for 
portrait)  sailed  from  New  York  City 
for  the  Island  of  Cuba  aboard  the 
Ward  Line  Steamer  City  of  Washington, 
reaching  Santiago  six  days  later. 
From  Santiago  Mr.  Lewis  took  the 
Cuban  railroad  for  Holquin  where 
within  a  distance  of  15  miles  Mr.  Lewis 
and  his  associates  have  secured  a  tract 
of  80,000  acres  of  land.  The  land  lies 
in  what  is  known  as  the  Cauto  Valley 
and  is  said  to  be  as  level  as  a  barn 
floor  without  stone  or  pebble  and  cov- 
ered with  heavy  forests  consisting  of 
fourteen  or  more  kinds  of  merchanta- 
ble timber  including  a  large  growth  of 
Mahogany,  Lignum  Vita,  Cedar  and 
other  choice  timber  through  which  for 
seven  and  one-half  miles  the  Cuban 
railroad  now  runs.  A  new  town 
christened  by  the  Detroit  members  of 
the  enterprise  Lewiston  has  been 
started  and  its  name  given  in  honor  of 
the  future  General  Manager  of  this 
large  tract  of  southern  timbered  lands. 
It  is  the  intention  of  the  company  to 
erect  a  large  saw  mill  to  cut  the  pro- 
duct of  the  new  possession,  the  soft 
timber  being  utilized  at  the  mills 
while  the  more  expensive  wo<xls  will 
be  exported  to  this  and  other  countries. 
When  the  timber  is  removed  the  soil 
will  be  used  for  grazing  purposes  2,000 
or  more  cattle  will  be  purchased  and  a 
portion  of  the  land  used  as  a  stock 
ranch.  The  soil  is  especially  adapted 
to  oranges  and  other  tropical  fruits 
and  the  larger  proportion  of  the  entire 
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tract  will  eventually  be  utilized  for 
this  purpose.  Mr.  Lewis  during  his 
stay  on  the  Island  visited  Havana  and 
enjoyed  an  interview  with  President 
Palnia,  took  snap  shots  of  Morro  Castle 
and  the  wreck  of  the  battle  ship  Maine. 
Mr.  Lewis  returned  to  the  states  on 
the  City  of  Havana  reaching  Elk 
Rapids,  Thursday  May  7th  an  enthu- 
siastic believer  in  the  future  of  the 
southern  Isle.

Simeon  D.  Lewis  (393)  of  Warsaw, 
N.  Y.,  died  suddenly  at  his  home  May 
20,  1903,  of  heart  trouble,  aged  72 
years.  He  was  born  in  the  town  of 
Orangeville  in  this  county  Sept.  8, 
1830.  He  was  a  graduate  of  the  Gen- 
esee and  Wyoming  Seminary  in  Alex- 
ander, N.  Y.,  after  which  he  taught  in 
the  Institution  two  years  and  subse- 
quently in  the  Warsaw  Academy  for 
one  year.  He  was  in  the  hardware 
business  in  this  village  for  19  years 
and  from  1878  until  his  death  was  in 
the  boot  and  shoe  trade. 

Mr.  Lewis  was  treasurer  of  Wyom- 
ing county  for  17  years,  supervisor  of 
the  town  of  Warsaw  three  years,  and 
held  various  local  offices  in  the  village 
of  Warsaw.  In  1853  he  married 
Sarah  L.  Canfield  of  Alexander,  who 
survives  him,  as  also  does  one  sod, 
George  A.  Lewis,  (605  v  p  70,  Vol.  V) 
of  Warsaw.  He  was  one  of  a  family 
of  eleven  children,  of  whom  two  sisters 
survive,  Mrs.  Julia  L.  Snow  of  Elyria,

The  Royal  Gold  &  Copper  Company, 
with  a  capital  of  $10,000,000,  has  been 
organized  under  the  laws  of  Colorado  to 
acquire  and  develop  over  4,000  acres 
of  mining  properties  in  Beaver,  Iron 
and  Washington  counties,  Utah.  The 
properties  have  already  produced  over 
$1,000,000  in  copper,  gold,  silver  and 
lead.  As  soon  as  the  immense  concen- 
trating plants  and  smelter,  which  will 
be  commenced  at  once,  are  finished,  it 
is  expected  that  they  will  be  sending 
out  1,000  tons  of  ore  a  day.

Loran  Ludowick  Lewis  (18  v  p  75 
Vol.  XII)  jurist,  b  Cayuga  co.,  N.  Y.. 
May  9,  1825.  His  educational  oppor- 
tunities in  early  life  were  limited,  but 
he  fitted  himself  to  teach  in  the  district 
schools,  and  while  engaged  in  teaching 
read  law  at  night.  He  subsequently 
studied  with  Judge  Hulbert.  and  fin- 
ished his  legal  course  in  the  office  of 
Seward  &  Blatchford,  Auburn,  N.  Y. 
He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1848. 
and  engaged  in  practice  at  Buffalo,  N. 
V.,  where  he  still  resides.  He  has 
acted  as  counsel  in  many  celebrated 
civil  and  criminal  cases,  among  them 
the  "grape  sugar"  case,  in  which  he 
obtained  a  verdict  of  $247,125  for  his 
client.  lu  1869  he  was  elected  to  the 
state  senate  and  in  1871  was  re-elected, 
serving  on  the  committees  on  canals, 
commerce  and  navigation  and  internal 
affairs,  and  acting  as  chairman  of  the 
committee  on  canals  in  his  second  term. 
He  was  elected  justice  of  the  supreme 
court  at  the  same  time  that  Grover 
Cleveland,  as  candidate  for  governor, 
carried  N.  Y.  state  by  a  majority  of 
200,000.  Judge  Lewis  was  the  only 
Republican  candidate  elected.  He  re- 
mained on  the  bench  from  1882  until 
1896,  when  he  reached  the  constitu- 
tional age  limit  of  service  in  that  body 
and  he  has  since  been  associated  with 
his  two  sons  as  counsel.  His  brother, 
the  late  Dr.  Dio  Lewis  (17  v  p  116  VoL 
IV)  of  Boston,  was  widely  known  as  a 
journalist,  author  and  lecturer  on 
physiology  and  hygiene.

Upon  the 
death  of  her  cousin,  Addin  Lewis,  the 
academy  received  another  endowment 
and  for  many  years  as  a  result  of  Sally 
and  Addin  Lewis'  bequests,  the  town 
of  Southington  had  a  school  that  offered 
educational  advantages  superior  to  the 
schools  of  surrounding  towns.  With 
the  advancement  of  educational  insti- 
tutions in  other  towns,  the  academy 
became  the  Lewis  High  School,  the 
latter  today  being  in  part  supported 
from  what  is  known  as  the  "  Addin 
Lewis  Fund."  The  first  academy 
building  stood  where  now  stands  the 
Town  Hall.

Moses  (286  v  p  12  Vol.  XIV)  a  Meth- 
odist minister,  b  Roxbury,  Vt.,  May  19, 
1797,  early  decided  upon  the  ministry 
as  his  work  of  life.  He  entered  the 
travelling  connection  in  1831  in  the 
New  Hampshire  Conference.  After 
five  years  of  faithful  and  successful  ia-

The     Yale    commencement    that   has 
just  passed  into  history  was  exception- 
ally noteworthy.     It  was  a  week  which 
brought  out  more  suggestive  contribu- 


ti  ns  to  the  solution  of  the  ever  increas- 
ing problems  of  the  squaring  of  univer- 
sity education  to  changing  practical 
and  public  uses  than  we  have  seen  of- 
fered at  a  Yale  commencement  in  re- 
cent years. 

There  were  four  addresses  which  rose 
pre-eminently  among  the  several 
speeches  of  the  last  three  days  at  the 
university,  which  brought  out  the  many 
phases  of  this  national  problem  in  bold 
and  striking  relief. 

Another  was  that  offered  by  Charlton 
T.  Lewis,  '53,  before  the  alumni  Tues- 
day morning.  Professor  Lewis  urged 
I  the  returning  in  some  measure  at  least 
of  the  university  curriculum  to  that 
high  aim  of  general  culture,  both  of 
character  and  of  mind,  which  was  the 
chief  and  special  characteristic  of  a  col- 
lege education  a  half  century  ago.  It 
was  a  voice  "coming  out  of  antiquity," 
perhaps,  but  it  was  a  voice  also  that 
may  well  have  been  heard  with  atten- 
tion by  the  leaders  of  the  universities 
of  today.  It  is  "the  well  rounded  man, 
the  man  who  can  touch  elbows  with  all 
classes,  and  all  states  of  social  and  in- 
tellectual conditions,"  that  is,  in  fact, 
the  educated  man,  and  not  the  special- 
ist who  is  to  go  into  the  world  after 
his  college  graduation  and  render  it  the 
most  complete  and  well  rounded  service. 
Professor  Lewis  sounded  a  serious  note 
when  he  made  his  plea  for  a  return  to 
the  "culture"  that  the  instructors  gave 
a  half  century  ago.  If  the  times  have 
changed,  if  specialization  is  nowadays 
a  necessary  preliminary  to  the  fight  a 
man  must  wage  against  his  intellectual, 
business  and  social  compeers  in  the 
world,  no  less  is  culture  necessary  if  he 
is  to  be  the  force  he  should  be  in  his 
life  work.

Anniversary. 

The  fiftieth  wedding  anniversary  of 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Samuel  A.  Lewis  was 
commemorated  at  their  Rummer  cottage 
atElberon,  N.  J.,  June  9,  1903.  Their 
seven  sons  and  their  seven  grandchild- 
ren were  present. 

The  N.  Y.  Herald  states  that  Mr. 
Lewis's  public  career  began  in  1868, 
when  he  was  elected  to  the  office  of 
School  Commissioner  from  the  old 
Ninth  and  Sixteenth  wards.  While  oc- 
cupying this  position  he  secured  the 
passage  of  a  resolution  abolishing  cor- 
poral punishment  in  the  public  schools 
of  New  York  city.  In  1872  be  headed 
the  committee  which  arranged  an  en- 
tertainment, the  proceeds  of  which 
formed  the  nucleus  of  the  present  Teach- 
ers' Fund.  The  panic  of  1873  threw 
thousands  out  of  work,  and  Mr.  Lewis 
was  active  in  raising  $5,000,  which  was 
used  to  relieve  the  needs  of  the  poor 
who  were  temporarily  deprived  of  a 
means  of  livelihood. 

Mr.  Lewis  was  elected  Alderman  at 
large  in  1874  and  later  in  that  same 
year  he  was  elected  President  of  the 
Board  of  Aldermen,  holding  the  leader- 
ship in  this  body  for  two  consecutive 
terms.  He  was  instrumental  in  pass- 
ing the  franchise  bill  of  the  Manhattan 
Elevated  Railroad  and  did  much  to 
force  this  franchise  through  in  the  face 
of  a  fierce  opposition.  During  the  term 
of  Mayor  Wickham,  Mr.  Lewis  served 
as  acting  Mayor  in  the  absence  of  Mr. 
Wickham.  He  retired  from  public  life 
in  1878  and  has  since  lived  quietly 
with  his  family  in  New  York  city  and 
Elberon,  N.  J. 


Mr.  Lewis  has  long    been    identified 

i  with  the  charity  workers  of  New  York.

Mr.  Lewis  tried  farming  for  a 
I  while,     but   his    thoughts    reverted    to 
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Wisconsin  and  in  1861  be  removed  to 
this  city  and  has  lived  here  ever  since. 
Iu  company  with  his  brother,  R.  E; 
Lewis,  he  purchased  the  water  power 
on  the  west  bank  of  Rock  river.  The 
firm  name  was  then  R.  E.  &  G.  B. 
Lewis,  and  after  sawing  up  the  logs 
which  were  purchased  with  the  mill  and 
.water  power,  the  firm  engaged  iu  the 
manufacture  of  sash,  dooi'3  and  blinds. 
In  18T0  R.  E.  Lewis  retired  and  G.  B. 
Lewis  became  sole  owner  and  conducted 
the  business  until  1S78  when  the  firm 
of  Lewis  &  Parks  was  formed,  and  upon 
the  death  of  31r.  Parks,  his  son-in-law 
the  firm  became  known  as  the  G.  B. 
Lewis  company,  oueof  the  largest  man- 
ufacturers of  beekeepers'  supplies  in 
this  country.  From  a  small  beginning 
the  busiuess  of  the  firm  increased  rap- 
idly under  his  guidance  and  manage- 
ment until  it  became  one  of  the  largest 
of  its  kind  with  a  manufactured  product 
which  sells  all  over  the  world. 

Mr.  Lewis  possessed  a  quiet  and  ami- 
able disposition  and  was  a  man  of  in- 
tegrity. In  his  business  and  social  life 
he  displayed  those  characteristics  which 
are  so  much  admired  and  those  who  had 
occasion  to  have  business  or  social  in- 
tercourse with  him  always  had  a  kind 
word  to  say  in  praise  of  his  many  good 
qualities.  Mr.  Lewis  never  aspired  to 
political  honors,  preferring  the  quiet 
of  his  home.  For  the  last  twenty 
years  he  has  passed  the  winter  months 
in  Dunedin,  Fla.,  where  he  has  large 
property  interests,  and  it  was  while 
there  early  this  spring  that  he  was  ta- 
ken sick.  By  his  death  Watertown 
loses  one  of  its  oldest  and  most  pro- 
gressive business  men  and  an  honorable 
citizen  who  always  took  pride  In  his 
home  city  and  helped  in  its  upbuilding. 
He  will  be  sadly  missed  from  the  fam- 
ily home  circle  and  by  his  many  friends 
aud  acquaintances  here  and  throughout 
the  state. 


He  was  a  charter  member  of  Unity

Aug.  14th.  In  Old  Oregon  and  I 
am  beginning  to  realize  what  I  think 
few  do,  what  an  undertaking  it  was 
for  Meriwether  Lewis,  with  his  thirty 
men  and  two  Indian  interpreters,  to 
cross  our  continent  a  hundred  years 
ago.  During  the  past  fifteen  days  I 
have  crossed  their  track  seven  times. 
Most  of  the  way  is  very  rough,  hills 
and  mountains  abound.  They  crossed 
the  South  Fork  of  the  Columbia,  which 
drains  the  country  to  the  south  and 
west  of  Butte,  Mont.,  (the  highest  alti- 
tude on  the  Northern  Pacific  K.  R.) 
long  before  they  reached  the  Clear- 
water river  in  what  is  now  Idaho, 
which  is  passable  for  boats.  On  the 
Idaho  side  of  the  junction  of  the  Clear- 
water and  Snake  Rivers  is  Lewiston, 
quite  a  large  place.  I  was  twice  last 
week  at  Pasco,  Washington.  What  a 
country !  What  crops  !  What  delicious 
water,  ice  cold,  pure,  soft !  One  of  the 
most  delightful  places  I  was  ever  in 
is  this  valley  of  Walla  Walla. 

The  train  crossed  the  Columbia  river 
on  a  ferry  boat  38  %  miles  below  Port- 
land, Oregon,  which  is  on  the  Willa- 
mette twelve  miles  above  its  junction 
with  the  Columbia.  The  Columbia 
spreads  out  over  a  vast  amount  of  land 
for  the  last  150  miles  of  its  course, 
making  many  islands  and  having  a 
dozen  channels.  In  coming  up  from 
the  ferry  to  mainland,  not  less  than 
two  miles,  we  crossed  half  a  dozen 
islands  and  as  many  bridges. 

A  charming  excursion  here  was  a 
trip  on  a  river  steamer  down  the  Wil- 
lamette and  up  the  Columbia  to  Van- 
couver on  the  Washington  side  where 
we  visited  a  large  saw -mi  11.  The 
river  steamer's  captain  showed  me  two 
sites  of  camps  of  Meriwether  Lewis,  one 
of  which,  that  on  Haydeu  Island,  we 
saw  in  the  morning  and  again  at  uight. 


We  recrossed  the  Columbia  to  the  Ore- 
gon side  by  a  ferry  boat  and  took  the 
R.  R.  back  to  Portland. 

On  the  11th  and  12th  I  was  at  Vic- 
toria, British  Columbia,  a  sleepy  old 
town  whose  shops  open  at  8  a.  m.  and 
close  at  5  p.  m.  It  is  the  capitol  of  the 
province  and  is  almost  land  locked; 
only  a  few  spires  and  the  tops  of  its 
highest  buildings  being  visible  until 
1  you  enter  its  narrow  deep  channel.  I 
visited  H.  B.  M.  2d  class  Cruiser  an- 
chored there.  I  leave  at  8:30  this 
evening  for  the  Encampment  of  the  G. 
A.  R.  at  San  Francisco.

leave  to  smoke  together  according  to 
law.  We  discovered  that  there  was 
such  an  opposition  in  both  families 
where  we  resided  that  we  would  keep 
dark  till  we  could  meet  abroad.  We 
agreed  to  meet  at  Brodhead.  I  was  to 
go  first  and  she  follow  after  visiting 
and  getting  reaiy.  It  so  happened 
that  a  few  days  before  the  time  expired 
for  the  meeting,  an  apparition  ap- 
peared at  my  gate  which  had  all  the 
appearance  of  Eliza  Markle :  not  at  all 
affrightened  I  took  it  by  the  hand  and 
conveyed  it  into  the  house,  set  a  chair 
and  it  sat  down  just  like  a  real  woman. 
I  thought  a  magistrate  might  be  of  use 
in  such  a  case,  one  was  called  and  after 
speaking  a  few  words  as  the  law  of 
Wis.  authorized  him  to  do  the  spectre 
disappeared  and  there  stood  your  aunt 
Eliza  in  its  place.  We  are  now  living 
in  our  own  house  enjoying  our  pov- 
erty the  best  we  can.  Who  can  find 
fault?     We  had  a  large   visit  last  week 


of  almost  all  the  neighbors,  only  43 
married  ones  aud  in  the  evening  young 
ones  without  number;  we  thought  our- 
selves highly  respected." 

Left  alone  and  helpless  by  his  fourth 
wife,  Amos  was  removed  to  Brodhead, 
where  he  d  Nov.  27,  1876,  at  the  home 
of  his  nephew^,  Rev.  Almon  Lewis,

terred beside  his  third  wife  in  Magno- 
lia Cemetery.

Some  four  or    five    miles    from    Nor- 
wich village  and  a  short  distance  south 
of    *he    highway     leading    to    Beaver 
Meadow,  on  a  slight   eminence,    in    an 
open  field,  are    two   graves.

It  appears  that  in  1773.  when  Wil- 
liam Lewis  (1)  purchased  the  "second 
one-huudred-acre  lot  in  the  original 
right  of  Andrew  Clarkson,"  being  part 
of  the  homestead  farm  of  which  he 
died  siezed,  he  was  of  Windsor,  Conn. 
In  1782  he  resided  in  Norwich  and  was 
at  the  annual  town  meeting  held  in 
March  of  that  year  chosen  a  petit  Jury- 
man. In  1784  he  had  become  so  prom- 
inent that  he  was  made  moderator  of 
the  town  meeting  and  one  of  the  three 
selectmen  of  the  town.  The  latter 
office  he  held  during  ten  of  the  twelve 
years  next  succeeding;  besides  being 
often  moderator  and  holding  other 
offices.  In  1787  he  purchased  a  second 
tract  of  one  hundred  acres,  adjoining 
the  first  and  these  together  comprised 
his  home  farm. 

He  is  said  to  have  been  a  blacksmith 
before  he  removed  from  Conn. ;  whether 
or  not  he  followed   that  occupation   in  i 
Vt.  does  not  appear.

''To  our  mind  there  is  something 
really  worth  while  in  these  family 
gatherings,  and  it  would  be  well  for 
us  and  our  children  if  the  members  of 
the  family  should  meet  at  least  once  in 
a  year  and  spend  a  day  in  pleasant 
recreation — in  hearing  and  telling  of 
the  many  incidents  of  the  early  days, 
when  our  grandparents  and  great, 
grandparents  first  settled  in  the  wilds 
where  now  their  grandchildren  of  sev- 
eral generations  are  living  and  enjoy- 
ing the  advantages  of  civilized  citizen- 
ship, which  is  made  secure  to  tbem 
through  the  many  hardships  and  heroic 
struggles  of  the  hardy  settlers  who 
entered  this  upper  Carolina  where  the 
Indian  then  roamed,  the  sovereign  of 
the  land,  and  the  wild  animals 
haunted  the  forests  around  the  new 
settler's  cabin  and  clearing." 

"We  noticed  one  of  the  treasured 
family  relics,  draped  upon  the  limb  of 
an  oak  near  by.  Upon  enquiry  we 
learned  that  the  aforesaid  relic  was  a 
counterpane  which  was  woven  in  Ire- 
land 150  years  ago  by  the  same  John 
Moorehead,  first  named,  who  was  a 
weaver  by  trade,  and  who  had  plied 
the  beam  in  every  County  in  Ireland 
with  the  exception  of  three  probably 
before  he  sailed  from  London dery  in 
1762.  The  colors  were  white  and  blue 
and  the  fabric  was  composed  of  cotton 
and  wool.  The  fact  of  cotton  enter- 
ing into  a  woven  counterpane  of  such 
antiquity  was  doubted  by  some  present, 
but  after  a  careful  examination  it  was 
decided  that  the  fleecy  staple  was  there 
plain  to  be  seen.  This  much  prized  re- 
lic is  now  the  property  of  Mrs.  Annie 
Dean  Beaty,  a  great  granddaughter  of 
the  weaver,  whone  mother,  Mrs.  Nar- 
cissa  Dean,  was  a  daughter  of  the 
youngest  member  of  the  family  of  John 
Moorehead,  who  married  Major  Lewis 
in    1803,  just  a  century  past.

We  reached  "Merry  England"  a  few 
days  since  and  I    regret    that    our   stay 
<  will  be  so   short  that  I  cannot    look    up 
our  "clan"    record.      We    have    had    a 
i  most  charming  and  unique  trip  in  con- 
i  tinental  Europe.     Throwing    our  guide 
j  book  aside    we    determined    to    admire 
the    beautifcl     whether     Baedeker  had 
double  starred  it   or    not.      We    spent  a 
few  days  in  Paris,    the    "City    Beauti- 
ful," then  spent  our   substance    in  lace 
at  Brussels  aud  after    that    had  a    most 
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charming  time  in  Holland  through  its 
byways  and  hedges.  We  visited  Vol- 
endam,  the  home  of  art  lovers  and  saw 
most  quaint  and  curious  costumes. 
Women  in  fluffy  caps  and  men  whose 
trousers  would  measure  three  yards 
from  east  to  west.  We  crossed  Holland 
by  canals  and  trolley.  We  rode  on 
canals  so  small  that  our  craft  was 
drawn  by  men  and  we  plucked  wild 
flowers  from  either  bank  and  also  upon 
larger  ones  where  both  we  and  our 
smoke  stack  had  to  "duck"  as  we 
passed  under  bridges.  Then  we  "went 
upon  their  largest  one  to  Utrecht,  where 
we  took  one  of  the  most  delightful  of 
trolley  rides,  through  the  Switzerland 
of  Holland,  a  land  of  hills  and  dales 
without  canals.  Oar  course  was  shaded 
by  beautiful  trees  and  lined  on  either 
side  by  the  charming  summer  villas  of 
the  aristocracy. 

From  Berlin  we  sped  over  3,000 
miles  through  interior  Russia.  We 
traveled  second  class  and  had  a  com- 
partment to  ourselves,  with  sleepers  far 
superior  to  our  own,  all  for  less  than 
$50. 00.  We  took  over  thirty  drives  in 
droskys,  with  their  funny  little  drivers, 
with  their  padded,  flowing  skirts  on 
their  coats,  odd  hats  and  square  cut 
hair.  These  drives  averaged  us  twelve 
cents  each.  Everything  is  very  cheap 
in  Russia,  except  house  rent  which  is 
exorbitantly  high.  St.  Petersburg  is  a 
fine,  modern  built  city,  with  magnifi- 
cent boulevards  and  elegant  buildings. 
Its  palaces  are  dreams  of  beauty  and 
richness.  Peterhof,  the  summer  resi- 
dence of  the  Czar,  far  excels  Versailles. 
Standing  on  a  terrace  several  hundred 
feet  high  you  look  down  upon  over 
1,000  fountains,  sending  their  silvery 
soray  from  20  to  80  feet  in  height  which 
fails  over  water  falls  amidst  golden 
statuary.  Beyond  you  see  the  Gulf  of 
Fiuland,  dotted  with  Russia's  com- 
merce.    There  we  saw  the  home  of  Pe- 


ter the  Great,  Russia's  first  Inspiration, 
and  with  awe  stood  by  the  bed  upon 
which  he  died. 

We    visited    Moscow,    the     religious 
center  of  the  nation.      From  the   Krem- 
lin   you  overlook    the    city,    the    river, 
and    in    the    distauce    Sparrow    Hills, 
where  Napoleon  marched  into  the    city 
burned  rather  than  to    be    surrendered. 
It  is  one  of  the  grandest    views    in    all 
the    world.     From    there    we    went    to 
i  Nijni  Novgorod  to  see  the  great  annual 
j  fair.     It  does  not   amount  to    so   much 
now  since  the  opening   of   the    "Great 
Siberian  Railway."     However,  we  felt 
!  repaid  by  a  row  upon  the    Volga   and  a 
'  magnificent     panoramic    view     gained 
';  from  au  inclined  railroad.      All   Russia 
i  is  covered  with    a   dense    woodland   of 
j  beech,  poplar  and  pine  or  covered  with 
!  wheat — the   granary    of    Europe.     The 
j  red  blouses  of    the  peasants  looked  very 
i  picturesque  as  they  cut  the  golden  grain. 
|  Their  motive  power  is    naphtha,  so   all 
j  the  discomforts  of  smoke  and  cinders  is 
j  eliminated. 

On  our  way  back  we  stopped  at  Carls- 
]  bad  and  sipped  its  waters;  at  Nurem- 
j  berg,  one  of  the  quaintest  and  prettiest 
!  of  Germany's  old  towns;  at  Strassburg 
I  and  saw  its  wonderful  clock ;  and  at 
j  Dresden  with  its  rich  art  treasures. 
I  But  the  finest  collection  of  modern  art 
in  all  the  world  is  in  St..  Petersburg. 

Next  week  we  sail  for  home  and  we 
shall  be  glad  to  be  again  where  they 
speak  English.

The  story  of  my  travels — resumed 
from  last  issue — is  taken  from  letters 
which  were  printed  in  the  Erie,  Pa., 
Daily  Times. 

We  left  Portland,  Ore.,  Saturday 
evening,  August  15.  It  took  two 
nights  aud  a  day  to  Sacramento,  Cal. — 
and  such  grand  days  of  sights  and  scen- 
ery. Old  Mt.  Shasta  and  several  other 
snow-capped  mountains  were  in  sight 
nearly  all  day,  only  we  couldn't  see  the 
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peak  of  Mt.  Shasta  because  of  the  white 
clouds  of  mist  which  hung  around  it 
During  the  day  our  train  attained  an 
altitude  of  3.870  feet  above  sea  level 
aud  descended  from  it  iuto  the  Sacra- 
mento valley — and  such  a  valley — all 
the  way  down  to  Oakland,  Cal. 

While  the  G.  A.  R.  encampment  at 
San  Francisco  was  not  as  large  as  many 
held  in  the  middle  or  eastern  states,  it 
was  a  splendid  success.  Monday,  the 
17th,  225  of  us  took  a  trip  on  six  large 
electric  cars  to  the  University  of  Califor- 
nia and  many  other  places  of  interest 
We  took  dinner  at  Oakland  and  went 
on  a  25-mile  trip  out  through  a  fine 
fruit  and  vegetable  valley.  We  went 
back  to  Oakland  aud  twice  ferried  over 
the  bay,  seven  miles  each  way  and  all 
for  the  small  sum  of  $1.00.  It  is  Oak 
laud's  way  of  advertising. 

A  parson  who  never  rode  up  a  burro 
mountain  trail  has  no  idea  what  it  is 
like;  the  grandeur  of  the  scenery,  or 
the  great  danger  of  the  undertaking. 
I  have  riilden  over  mountain  trails  in 
Virginia,  which  are  as  nothing,  when 
compared  with  these  trails  over  very 
steep,  rocky  paths,  often  only  two  or 
three  feet  wide  and  dug  out  of  the 
nearly  perpendicular  sides  of  the  moun- 
tains. One  miss-step  and  burro  and 
rider  would  plunge  down  hundreds  of 
feet;  sometimes  a  thousand  into  the 
bottom  of  the  canyon  below.  For  sev- 
eral mile3  we  could  look  down  and  out 
the  canyon  aud  down  into  the  valley, 
but  soon  we  were  hidden  between  the 
high  mountains  on  either  side.  Up  we 
went,  twisting,  winding  around,  then 
turning  right  and    left,  above  the  trail. 

The  camp  is  on  top  of  San  Gabriel 
range,  7,848  feet  above  sea  level  and  42 
miles  from  the  sea. 

At  a  splendid  summer  resort  of  600 
wall  tents,  with  rows   of  English    wal-

In  middle  Tennessee,  in  a  dense   oak 
forest  remote  from    human    habitation,  ■ 
stands    a    simple    granite     monument. 


Mouths,  even  years,  pass  during  which 
no  mau  visits  the  place.  There  is  no 
lonelier  spot  east  of  the  Mississippi. 

The  solitary  monument  marks  the 
grave  of  Meriwether  Lewis. 

The  other  day,  when  I  set  out  on 
foot  to  visit  this  monument — for  it  is 
miles  from  any  railway — I  had  come 
within  two  miles  of  it,  in  fact,  to  the 
nearest  house,  before  I  found  any  one- 
who  had  ever  visited  it,  or  knew  even 
remotely  the  story  of  the  man  it  com- 
memorated. 

While  Portland  and  St.  Louis  are 
preparing  great  world's  fairs  to  cele- 
brate the  centennials  of  the  deeds  of 
Lewis  and  Clark,  and  of  the  great  pur- 
chase, the  hero  of  the  exploration,  the 
first  governor  of  the  new  couutry,  lies 
unremembered  in  the  Tenuessee  forest. 

I  trudged,  for  many  miles  along  the 
ancient  Natchez  Trace  (the  only  wagon 
road  to  the  Louisiana  purchase,  cut 
through  in  the  first  years  of  the  century 
from  Nashville  to  Natchez) — here  for- 
gotten and  almost  invisible — in  order 
to  reach  the  monument,  and  when  I 
came  to  it  almost  passed  it  by. 

How  many  young  men  of  today  merit 
or  would  receive  at  Lewis's  age  such  a 
eulogy  from  the  President  of  the  coun- 
try as  this  monument  bears  on  its  rude 
but  substantial  base?  And  what  other 
distinguished  man  is  found  in  a  grave 
of  which  so  little  care  is  taken  and  to 
which  so  few  pilgrims  go  as  to  the  ex- 
plorer's lonely  tomb  in  the  Tennessee 
forest  ?

I  reached    home  on  the  14th    of   Sep- 
tember.     While  away  I  spent  over  five 
weeks  in    London,  part  of  it  in  the    Li-  ( 


brary  of  the  British  Museum.  I  spent 
twelve  days  in  Paris  with  the  people, 
living  as  they  live.  Thence  I  went  to 
Brussels  and  Antwerp,  Belgium;  then 
to  Amsterdam  and  several  places  about 
the  Zeider  Zee;  then  to  the  Hague  aud 
its  watering  place,  Scheveningen ;  then 
to  Rotterdam  and  back  to  Loudon : 
thence  to  York,  New  Castle,  Edinburgh. 
Abbotsford.  Melrose  and  Dryburgh  Ab- 
bey, Forth  Bridge,  Sterling,  Calleuder. 
through  the  Trossocks,  Lakes  Katrine 
ana  Lomond,  to  Glasgow ;  thence  to 
Carlisle,  through  the  English  Lake  Dis- 
trict, Ulswater,  Derwentwater,  Thirl- 
mere  and  Windemere;  then  through  to 
Liverpool,  the  "Capital  of  Wales,"  its 
inhabitants  being  Welsh  and  Irish. 

From  Liverpool  I  went  to  Chester 
and  Shrewsburv;  to  Cardiff  which  is 
the  only  city  in  Great  Britain  that  looks 
other  than  English  aud  that  looks 
American.  Its  buildiugs  are  new.  its 
people  are  alive  aud  its  whole  appear- 
ance reminds  you  of  home.  I  visited 
Penarth  where  the  merchants  of  Cardiff 
have  their  homes.  I  visited  also  Llan- 
daff  Castle  aud  Cathedral;  Pontypridd, 
Merthyr  Tidvil,  aud  Greenmeadow  in 
the  valley  of  the  Taff.  Here  I  expected 
to  get  some  information  from  the  rec- 
ords but  I  found  that  there  were  no  rec- 
ords at  Llandaff  earlier  than  1726.  I 
tried  at  Penarth  without  success.  At 
Cardiff  there  were  no  records  earlier 
than  about  1850. 

Thence  I  went  to  Bristol,  Gloucester. 
Stratford-on-Avon,  Warwick,  Leaming- 
ton, Windsor  Castle  and  London.  I 
intended  to  make  the  trip  through 
North  Wales  but  sickness  at  home  com- 
pelled me  to  cut  my  stay  short.  I  saw 
the  pedigree  of  the  family  of  the  Lewis 
of  Van  at  the  house  of  the  representa- 
tive of  the  family,  a  Henry  Lewis,  Esq., 
J.  P.,  which  ruus  from  Guathfoed  to 
Sir  Edward  Lewis,  20  generations. 
There  was  no  connection  with  Book  XII 
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or  with  Book  XLIII  (v  p  134  Vol.  III). 
I  also  fonud  the,  so  called,  pedigree  of 
Book  XII  furnished  by  Gustave  Au-jou 
of  Hasbrouek  Heights,  X.  J.,  to  be  made 
of  false  statements  and  copies  of  pedi- 
grees fouud  in  the  history  of  Powys 
Fadog  Vols.  I  and  II ;  that  the  refer- 
ences to  Harlien  mss.  were  not  true 
and  others  were  so  vague  as  to  be  val- 
ueless. 

It  is  not  easy  to  obtain  admission  to 
the  British  Museum  as  a  reader.  All 
records  of  wills,  etc.,  are  kept  at  Som- 
erset House  and  a  fee  of  4s.  ($1.00)  is 
charged  to  examine  each  and  it  costs 
$12.00  to  copv  one.  The  court  records 
are  kept  at  the  Record  office  in  Fetter 
Lane  near  the  Law  Courts  and  can  be 
examined  at  less  costs.  I  have  a  list  of 
wills  (name  of  Lewis)  on  record  from 
1630  to  1650.  The  information  I  car- 
ried over  was  so  vague  that  it  was  use- 
less to  try  to  connect  any  family  with 
the  recognized  Lewises  of  Wales  or 
England.  I  brought  home  quite  a 
number  of  valuable  books,  beariug  upon 
Welsh  pedigrees,  which  cannot  be 
found  in  libraries  in  this  country  and 
which  are  out  of  print,  from  which  all 
the  early  ralers  and  their  descendants 
cau  be  traced. 

I  would  suggest  to  the  owners  of  the 
false  pedigree  that  they  take  action  to 
recover  their  money  from  the  author  of 
it.  It  may  be  well  to  say  that  the 
Lewises  do  not  start  from  one  single 
head  of  a  family  but  from  all  Welsh 
families  of  A.  D.  1550  when  the  sur- 
name was  adopted.

Without 
the  knowledge  of  their  employer  the 
miners  organized  the  convention  iu  his 
Senatorial  district  and  secured  his 
election  by  au' overwhelming  majority. 
Mr.  Lewis  has  been  prominently  men- 
tioned as  the  next  new  representative 
from  Utah  in  the  Senate  of  the  United 
States.

Alfred  Edwards,  who  m  Sophia  Ma- 
tilda Lewis  (551  v  p  83  Vol.  XIV)  was

Eber  Lewis  (355  v  p  9  Vol.  XII)  was

He  settled  near  what  is  known  as 
"Marlow  Hill,"  for  many  years  the 
business  part  of  the  town.  Here  he 
built  the  first  stone  (rough  stone)  house 
ever  built  in  town  where  he  lived  and 
died.

Eber  was  Eusign  of  the  6th  Co.,  16th

Not  one  of  the  ancient  myths  is  more 
charming  than  that  of  the  Dioscuri, 
the  twin  sons  of  Leda,  who  sailed 
among  the  Argonauts  after  the  Golden 
Fleece. 

The  Dioscuri  of  American  story  are 
Lewis  and  Clark,  the  two  young  cap- 
tains who  broke  the  way  across  the  con- 
tinent, facing  appalling  nature,  con- 
fronting the  wildest  savages,  yet  shed- 
ding almost  no  blood  and  perpetuating 
no  cruelty  or  treachery  as  they  won 
their  way. 

We  have  now  to  consider  what 
Thomas  Jefferson  (author  of  the  Decla- 
ration of  Independence,  the  man  des- 
tined to  double  the  area  of  the  United 
States  by  the  Louisiana  purchase,  and 
immediately  afterward  to  promote  the 
most  memorable  exploration  which  our 
country  has  ever  seen)  did  in  sweeping 
the  mystery  from  that  vast  western 
half  of  the  Mississippi  Valley. 

In  fact,  the  long-headed  Jefferson  for 
some  time  before  the  purchase,  even 
when  it  was  Spanish  territory,  had 
meditated  an  exploration,  and  had  had 
iu  mind  to  command  it  Meriwether 
Lewis,  a  young  captain  in  the  army, 
who  had  been  his  private  secretary  aud 
had  grown  np  under  his  own  eye. 
Lewis  was  an  able  aud  vigorous  fellow, 
of  fair  education,  a  perfect  rider  and 
marksmau,  aud  trained  as  a  soldier  un- 
der the  famous  General  Wayne. 

Now  that  Louisiana    was  gained  Jef- 


erson  hesitated  no  longer,  but  commis- 
sioned Lewis  promptly.  The  latter  at 
once  —toward  the  end  of  1S03  — began 
to  prepare. 

In  April,  1805,  the  party  was 
promptly  ready  for  a  new  start.  The 
great  boat,  whose  draft  of  three  feet 
was  too  great  for  the  upper  river,  was 
sent  back  to  St.  Louis,  bearing  a  por- 
tion of  the  party,  and  records  and  speci- 
mens for  Jefferson. 

Near  the  site  of  Portland,  they  felt 
in  the  Columbia  the  heavy  pulse  of  the 
near-at-hand  sea.  A  few  stages  more 
and,  at  Astoria,  the  surf  of  the  Pacific 
wet  them  with  its  spray,  and  their  task 
was  done. 

The  continent  had  been  crossed;  the 
desert  had  given  up  its  secret.  Iu  the 
spring  of  1806  Lewis  and  Clark  set  out 
on  their  return. 

Floating  down  the  Missouri  during 
the  late  summer  is  an  easy  journey 
Lewis  and  C»ark  reached  St.  Louis,  Sep- 
tember 23,  1806,  saluting,  as  they 
landed,  the  flag  of  the  United  States. 
flying  at  the  post — the  flag  which  they 
had  carried  so  far.  And  thus  they 
pass  into   history. 

The  Dioscuri  of  old  became  the  con- 
stellation Gemini,  the  Twins,  the  heav- 
ens themselves  stooping  to  preserve  the 
memory  of  such  champions  and  sailors. 
Tn  a  former  age  Lewis  and  Clark  might 
easily  have  become  established  among 
the  stars.  But  it  is  well  as  it  is;  for  in 
the  galaxy  of  American  heroes  their 
blended  luster  shines  with  a  bright, 
pure  and  kindly  beam  that  is  scarcely 
surpassed.

Many 
interesting  curies  and  relics  originally 
owned  by  the  celebrated  explorer  and 
first  presiding  officer  over  the  present 
state  of  Missouri  are  cherished  posses- 
sions of  the  Lewis  families  now  resid- 
ing in  Fort  Worth  and  Dallas. 

The  old  Masonic  certificate  of  mem- 
bership,  herewith    reproduced,  is   now 


the  property  of  W.  J.  Lewis.  T.  F. 
Lewis  cherishes  among  other  former 
properties  of  Meriwether  Lewis,  an  old 
hnnting  knife,  both  the  certificate  and 
the  knife  having  been  carried  with  the 
explorer  on  his  entire  expedition  to  the 
Pacific  coast. 

The  Masonic  document  is  valuable 
on  account  of  its  age.  as  well  as  lor  the 
reason  that  its  original  owner  attained 
the  distinction  which  he  did  in  the 
earlier  history  of  his  country.  It  was 
issued  at  Staunton,  Virginia,  in  1799, 
and  bears  the  original  signature  of 
Meriwether  Lesvis.  One  feature  in 
particular  which  attaches  great  value 
to  the  certificate  from  the  standpoint 
of  the  present  owner,  is  that  the  scribe 
of  the  old  Virginia  lodge,  Vincent 
Tapp,  whose  signature  appears  on  the 
face  of  the  certificate,  was  W.  J. 
Lewis's  great  grandfather.

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Portland,  Multnomah  County,  Ore., 
whose  object  is  to  commemorate  the 
services  of  Sacajawea  to  Lewis  and 
Clark  on  their  expedition  to  the  Pacific 
Coast,  is  to  erect  a  bronze  statue  to  the 
Indian  Princess  who  led  the  expedition 
through  the  ravines  of  the  eastern 
slope  of  the  Rockies,  safely  past  the 
retreats  of  the  Blackfeet  Indians.  The 
statue  will  be  of  heroic  size,  and  the 
entire  cost  is  not  to  exceed  $7,000.  It 
will  be  executed  by  a  Western  sculptor, 
Miss  Alice  Cooper  of  Denver.  The 
memorial  will  be  erected  temporarily 
on  the  Lewis  and  Clark  centennial 
grounds,  and  later  will  be  given  a  per- 
manent place  in  one  of  the  parks. 
Apropos  of  Sacajawea,  those  who 
have  read  Mrs.  Eva  Emery  Dye's  nar- 
rative of  the  expedition  of  Lewis  and 
Clark,  "The  Conquest,"  will  recall  the 
character  of  the  Indian  woman.  The 
book,  by  the  way.  which  was  published 
by  A.  C.  McClurg  &  Co.  of  Chicago, 
in  November,  has  gone  into  its  third 
edition.  This  has  a  new  frontispiece 
reproduced  in  color  from  a  painting  in 
oil  by  Ch.  Weber.  It  portrays  the 
cession  of  St.  Louis  The  French  Gov- 
ernor stands  on  the  steps  of  the  Govern- 
ment House.

I  Thus  it  became  custom  in  Wales  for 
the  son  to  take  the  Christian    name    of 

j  the  father  for  his  surname. 

A  man  named  John  whose  father's 
name  was  William  became  John  Wil- 
liams; his  son  again  would  be  William 
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John.  The  effect  of  this  prevented 
permanent  names,  and  by  causing 
confusion  led  to  much  litigation.  The 
practice  followed  by  Judge  Mostyn 
became  common  iu  both  North  and 
South  Wales,  many  heads  of  families 
toDk  the  names  of  their  own  houses, 
estates,  or  places  of  abode.  By  the 
people  in  general  the  christian  or  sur- 
name was  taken,  and  hence  arise  the 
singularity  so  striking  to  all  travelers 
in  Wales,  that  there  are  so  few  family 
names.  The  custom  was  slow  in  adop- 
tion and  in  A.  D.  1808  Dot  half  the  peo- 
ple had  adopted  it. 

In  the  16th  Century,  1540-1560, 
Pembrokeshire  was  over  run  by  the 
Irish  some  whole  villages  being  Irish. 
They  located  at  Pembroke,  Tenby  and 
Haverfordwest.  Some  of  the  Lewises 
from  that  part  of  the  country  may  be 
Irish  descent  or  mixed  with  Welsh. 

You  can  easily  understand  that  "~ith 
the  best  possible  data  to  start  with  and 
knowing  from  what  place  your  ances- 
tor came,  that  it  would  be  impossible 
to  trace  your  pedigree  when  it  got  to 
the  ab,  without  dates.

"Flag  Day"  in  Providence  brought 
many  a  merry  little  reunion  of  old  com- 
rades of  the  late  great  war.  One  of  the 
most  interesting  of  these  groups  was 
composed  of  Judge  Nathan  B.  Lewis 
(667  v  p  114  Vol.  XI for  portrait.  Ed.) 
of  West  Kingston  and  Westerly,  Thomas 
E.  Noyes  and  M.  A.  Maynard  of  Wor- 
cester and  Esek  R.  Darling  of  Pascoag. 
They  all  belong  to  the  Seventh  Rhode 
Island  Volunteers  and  served  with  it 
from  the  time  it  was  mustered  in  in 
the  fall  of  '62  to  the  time  it  was  mus- 
tered out  in  the  spring  of  '65,  after 
the  close  of  the  war.  During  their 
long  service  they  were  close  friends. 
All  except  Mr.  Darling  belonged  to 
Company  F  and  were  messmates,  and 
also  during  most  of  the  time  tent 
mates.  Mr.  Darling  served  in  Com- 
pany D. 

Judge  Lewis  is  now  President  of 
the  Seventh  Rhode  Island  Veteran  As- 
sociation, and  has  held  that  office  dur- 
ing the  last  ten  years.  He  was  also 
one  of  the  three  members  of  the  publi- 
cation committee  which  has  recently 
issued  a  history  of  "The  Seventh  Rhode 
Island  Volunteers  in  the  Civil  War."

Hal  T.  Lewis,  former  justice  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Georgia,  suddenly 
Dec  10,  1903,  at  his  home  at  Greens- 
boro, ae.

she  joined  the  Sanitary  Commission 
under  Mr  Yeatman,  at  St.  Louis,  and 
served  under  him  as  an  Army  Nurse 
until  she  was  relieved  in  July,  1^64. 
The  report  of  the  committee  goes  on  to 
say  that  "Mrs.  Tyrrell  came  down  at 
the  first  call  for  aid,  and  remained  con- 
stantly and  untiringly  laboring  for  the 
relief  and  comfort  of  the  sick.  In  her 
section  it  was  commonly  reported  that 
she  was  the  first  Army  Nurse  who  had 
volunteered  to  go  and  serve  at  the 
front.  The  fact  of  Mrs.  Tyrrell's  gen- 
eral service  is  fully  confirmed  by  many 
soldiers  of  the  9th  Iowa  Volunteers; 
sixty-eight  members  of  the  G.  A.  R. 
and  W.  R.  C.  of  West  Union  attest  to 
Mrs.  Dcolittle's  excellent  character. 
The  same  persons  mentioned  above, 
who  have  known  this  lady,  both  as 
Mrs.  Tyrrell  and  as  Mrs.  Doolittle,  con- 
firm the  fact  of  this  applicant  being  the 
identical  Mrs.  Tyrrell  who  served  as 
Army  Nnrse,  which  fact  is  also  con- 
firmed by  affidavits  of  this  applicant.

Joseph  A.  Lewis  (2314  VIII)  than 
whom  there  was  no':  a  more  respected 
old  citizen  of  Wiliimantic,  Windham 
co.,  was  the  pioneer  in  the  gardening, 
nursery  and  fruit  business  in  the  town, 
where  his  residence  of  more  than  forty 


years  was  marked  by  an  honorable  and 
upright  career,  second  to  none  of  the 
business  men  of  his  time. 

He  attended   the    public    school   at 

j  Exeter,  R.  L,  where  he  proved  himself 

i  an  apr  pupil  and  made  rapid  progress. 
When    he    became    a    young    man    he 

j  taught    school    and     was    a     fine     in- 
structor, being    a  thorough  master   of 

;  everything     which     he    undertook    'o 
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teach.  In  his  early  manhood  lie  was 
employed  in  Moore's  nursery  at  Provi- 
dence, R.  I.,  and  acquired  a  good 
knowledge  of  the  business  in  which  he 
afterwards  became  distinguished.... 
In  1S58  in  company  with  his 
brother-in-law,  Joseph  R.  Frye,  he 
bought  nine  acres  of  land  from  Martin 
Harris  on  Jackson  st.  To  this  original 
purchase  they  added  more  land  as 
their  business  demanded  it.  The  tree 
and  vegetable  business  was  at  on?e 
established,  and  soon  grew  to  be  one  of 
the  largest  of  its  kind  in  the  State. 
The  handsome  maple  trees  which  now 
adorn  Jackson  st.  in  front  of  his  home 
were  set  out  by  him  and  the  Norway 
maples  around  the  works  of  the  Wil- 
limantic  Linen  Co.,  were  raised  by 
him.  from  the  seed.  Mr.  Lewis  a: 
first  made  a  specialty  of  forest  and 
fruit  seedlings,  but  later  devoted  his 
attention  very  largely  to  fruit  and 
vegetables.  In  growing  tomatoes 
alone,  at  one  time  he  had  as  many  as 
seventy  acres  under  cultivation,  grow- 
ing and  canning  for  the  wholesale 
trade.  Mr.  Lewis  built  a  large  can- 
ning factory  at  the  head  of  Xorth  st. 
in  1892,  which  he  operated  for  several 
years.  This  plant  was  a  very  ex- 
tensive one,  and  at  times  over  40,000 
bushels  of  apples  were  canned  in  a 
single  season,  as  well  as  the  immen-e 
quantity  of  tomatoes,  which  were  the 
best  goods  sold  in  New  England,  com- 
manding always  the  highest  price. 
The  building  was  later  destroyed  by 
fire. 

Mr.  Lewis  was  characterized  by 
much  energy  and  push,  and  was  a  good 
business  man,  a  fact  his  career  estab- 
lishes beyond  question.  His  dealings 
were  straightforward,  and  personally 
he  was  a  most  modest  and  unassuming 
man,  never  given  to  boasting.  Uni- 
versal respect  attended  him,  and  he 
found  much  help   and    encouragement 


in  his  hard  struggle  with  the  world  in 
the  excellent  woman  who  became  his 
wife.  She  is  still  living  on  the  old 
homestead  and  is  a  remarkably  well 
preserved  lady.

For  many  years  this  was  the 
only  route  through  the  woods  from 
Battle  Creek  and  Kalamazoo  to  Grand 
Rapids,  and  until  other  roads  were 
opened  up,  it  made  very  lively  times 
at  the  old  house.  The  Yankee  Springs 
post-office  for  a  long  time  supplied  the 
adjacent  country.

To  a  re- 
markable degree  Mrs.  Lewis  kept  fully 
abreast  of  the  times.  She  was  a  con- 
stant reader  of  the  daily  papers  and 
there  was  no  question  of  national  or 
local  interest  with  which  she  was  not 
familiar  up  to  the  time  of  her  death. 
Her  warm  and  lovable  nature  endeared 
her  to  all  who  knew  her.  Her  life  was 
beautiful,  and  the  memory  of  it  will 
live  forever  in  the  hearts  of  those 
whose  lives  have  been  blessed  by  com- 
munion with  her. 

Mrs.  Lewis  was  a  sister-in-law  of 
Hon.  Loran  L.  Lewis  of  Buffalo,  N.  Y.

In  September,  1901,  the  writer  vis- 
ited this  farm  and  found  it  one  of  the 
best  and  most  productive  of  all  the 
farms  he  saw  in  Canada.  Its  large 
barns  were  well  filled  with  grain  and 
hay;  there  were  22  acres  of  splendid 
looking  corn ;  several  acres  of  pota- 
toes; a  fine  herd  of  20  cows;  several 
fine  horses;  and  over  100  good  hogs  of 
all  ages  and  sizes. 

One  peculiar  thing  about  this  hog 
industry,  was  a  splendid  woodlot  of 
from  15  to  20  acres  which  sheltered 
the  farm  buildings  from  the  storms. 
This  lot,  almost  entirely  of  secoud 
growth,  contained  a  large  per  cent,  of 
beech  trees,  which  were  hanging  full 
of  large  brown  nuts,  until  the  limbs 
hung  down  like  those  of  an  over-loaded 
orchard.  Store  hogs,  lived  half  the 
year  on  the  shack  while  the  other  half 
fattened  on  the  nuts. 

Splendid  streams  of  pure,  living 
water,  one  of  the  most  essential  things 
in  the  keeping  of  cows  and  maintain- 
ing a  good  dairy,  ran  across  the  farm. 
Mr.  Lewis  operates  this  farm  with  the 
assistance  of  his  two  sons.  The  St. 
Thomas  Journal  says  of  them,  "they 
are  among  the  best  farmers  in  Ontario,

A  few  years  ago  Watler  C.  Lewis 
purchased  another  farm  a  few  miles 
to  the  east  and  on  this  farm  he  showed 
the  writer  35  head  of  young  cattle;  12 
two-year-old  steers  ready  for  market 
or  feed  stalls ;  as  many  two-year-old 
heifers ;  and  some  dry  cows  coming  in 
to  replenish  the  quantity  of  milk  dur- 
ing the  winter.
